Good Hard Thinking Will Help 
You. 



Exercise your body if you will — 
that cannot harm you and is pretty 

sure to do vou a great deal of good, 
but whatcvei else yon do or neglect 
to do, keep thinking. The well- 
established law of the physical uni- 
vcise that a machine tends to rust 
out more quickly than to wear out, 
holds equally good in the physioal 
sphere. 

it is mere coincidence that most of 
ihe great thinkers of the world, 
whet hoi in philosophy, science, in- 
dustry, literature or the arts, have 
lived to be old men despite the fact. 
that in youth they were in many 
instances physioal weaklings 
Significant loo, is the fact that Ihe 
majority of Ihem began to think, 
began to exorcise their minds along 
the lines in which they ultimately 
achieved success while they were 
still young. There is here a pregnant 

hint for parents. 

Whatever aptitude, whatever 
special interest your child chnnces 
to display, encourage him in it. 
Don't deaden his desire for know 
ledge his instinctive tendency to 
think, by i ml i (Terence, by failure to 
answer his bombardment of ques- 
tions. Hal her, thank (bid that your 
chi'd has an active mind, and set 
about training him in the proper 
use of it Teach him the principles 
of observation, of analysis, synthesis 
— the principles, in short, of truly 
effective thinking. 

Accustom him to thinking out for 
himself and seek to interest him in 
whatever it is well for him to know. 
You need not be afraid that he will 
overtax his mind. No child's mind 
— and no man's either — is over- 
taxed by anything in which a real 
Interest Is taken. 

The trouble wilh moat of us is 
that, we are not really interested in 
anything, We have interests, tone 
sure, but they are diffuse, thin, 
weak -they do not grip us. That 
is why comparatively few of us over 
think in the true sense of the term. 
That is why when we are called up- 
on to do anything in the nature of 
sustained mental effort we are over- 
whelmed by doubt, fear, worry, and 
mayhap have finally to call in the 
doctor with his sage pioiionnccinent, 
o- fellow I he has been think- 
In* loo haul " In point of fact, we 
have not been thinking al all, sim 
ply because we have not been in 
terested enough to think,

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The following taken from the 
New Era, publishgd by the Ameri- 
can School for the Deaf, Hartford, 
Ct., is sent to the Journal with 
request to republish same, as many 
of the deaf whom the deceased was 
acquainted are not subscribers of 
the New Era : 

Mr Howard H. Mayberry died 
very suddenly at the home of his 
sister, Mrs. Cora K. Weymouth, at 
Waterville, Maine, April 3d, at the 
age of fifty-eight years, and was 
buried beside the remains of his 
wife at Augusta, she having passed 
away four years before him. 

Howard and his two sisters, Clara 
and Cora, aged thirteen, eleven aud 
nine years respectively, eutered our 
school in 1870, where all three re- 
ceived their early school training 
under Miss Kate C. Camp, now liv- 
ing on Woodland Street, Hartford, 
very near to the residence of Dr. K. 
M. Gallaudet. 

Then they entered successively 
the classes taught by Mr. Whiton, 
Mr. Bird and Mr. Williams. In the 
meantime they practised speech and 
lip-reading under Mr. A. S. Clark 
and Miss Julia Sweet They were 
all winsome good-natured children 
and won the affection of all the 
teachers and officers of the school. 

L,ast Easter Miss Camp remember- 
ed them all with beautiful Easter 
cards which pleased them exceed- 
ingly, especially Howard for he 
fondled and viewed his time and 
again before bis death showing his 
profound gratitude to her for the 
patt she took in his education, for 
he knew that, if he had not received 
the educatiou and training which he 
obtained here, he would not have 
enjoyed life as he did, nor have been 
able to do so much good to his 
fellow deaf as he really did. He 
felt that he owed very much to Miss 
Camp who first opened his im- 
prisoned iniud, aud prepared him 
for further knowledge of this world 
and the world to which he has just 
gone. 

After finishing their school course, 
and having reached manhood aud 
womanhood, this trio entered into 
wedded life. Howard married Miss 
Clara O. Scoles, the youngest 
daughter of William and Rachel 
Scoles of Augusta, Maine ; Clara 
married Mr. Charles F. Folsom, who 
was a very successful book con vasser 
for a Hartford firm, and who finally 
met instant death in a railroad ac- 
cident only a few years ago ; and Cora 
married Mr. Edward Weymouth who 
has l>een employed for a long term 
of years in a Pulp Mill at Water- 
ville, Maine. He is the fortunate 
owner of a beautiful old-fashioned 
country home, and it was here amid 
the beauties of nature and iu the 
loving company of his deaf sisters 
and hrothcr-iu-law that Howard 
spent the last months of his life. 
From his window he loved to view 
the varied and picturesque scenery of 
the valley of the Kennebec River, 
and it was fitting that amid such 
happy surroundings he should be 
called away. 

It was natural that a fond attach- 
ment should be formed between 
these children in their school days, 
because all three were afflicted in the 
same way, all studied together in 
the same classes, and finished their 
school course the same year. Nor 
did this attachment wane iu latter 
Oil the contrary it seemed to 
grown stronger and stronger 
for they were always together when- 
ever it was possible for them to 
arrange a meeting. If we met one 
of them at a convention, or at any 
gathering of the deaf, we were al- 
sure of meeting one or Iwth of 
the others. Or if one of them was 
laid up with sickness, one or both 
of the others were sure to be caring 
for the sick one. Indeed the souls 
of this trio seemed to have been knit 
in brotherly and sisterly affection as 
■ >f David and Jonathan. 
Now that Howard has passed away 
the chain has been brokeu, and the 
two sisters are almost prostrated 
with grief, but find comfort in the 
promise of the meeting again iu the 
world to come. 

Howard never followed any regu- 
lar trade, but took up almost any 
kind of honest work that was offer- 
ed him. After leaving school, he 
worked on his father's farm in Otis- 
field, Maine, for a time, then went 
to I,owell, Mass., and worked in a 
box shop with his brother 



tory at Augusta, Maine. At the 
time of his death he was employed 
in the Pulp Mill, where Mr. Wey- 
mouth works. He was an earnest 
Christian. No matter where he was 
living, if he could get a few of his 
associates together he would con 
duct religious services for them, or 
hold Bible classes with them. He 
frequently held services at Lowell, 
Lewistou, Augusta, Gardiner and 
Bangor. He was an honest good- 
natured man and with whom it was 
always a pleasure to meet and con- 
verse. He will be missed by a large 
circle of friends, both among the 
deaf aud hearing.

This was the question which, 
since the beginning of the i 
activities' confronted the C. A. D.

The chasm is I wo 
hundred and seventeen miles long 
and has a vortical depth of Dear 
six thousand feel, and where one 
views Jt, has a width of thirteen 
miles, though tbe distance does 
not seem so long. On the south 
side of the Canyon rim for one 
hundred miles, east and west. Iiom 
Hotel Tovar there is no walei and 
what is used by the hotel, power 
house, laundry and its one hundred 
and fifty horses and mules used for 
transportation is brought by rail 
from Del Rio Springs, one hundred 
and twenty-live miles south. How- 
ever, Ihe Colorado Itiver, seven 
miles away, flows through the Can 
yon at a width of two hundred ami 
fifty feet and depth of thirty to 
seventy feet, but no human in- 
genuity has yet invented a means 
to pump the water fiom a mile deep 
abyss. 

At Grand View Point we were 
shown a plateau where coppei is 
mined, three thousand and two 
hundred feel away air line, but by 
trail three and one fourth miles. 
It appealed a mere speck and 
above it, what lo us, seemed a 
creek, a couple of yards wide.

It was our privilege to be pre- 
sent at the graduation exercises of 
three different deaf schools during 
the month of June : Tbe Hartford 
school, the New Yoik School knowu 
as Fan wood, and the Horace Mann 
School iu Boston. All very iu 
foresting. But by far the most im- 
pressive was the graduation at Fan- 
wood. In the first place Fauwood 
is a big school in numbers and iu 
the greatest of our cities, aod at- 
tractively situated on the tree shad- 
ed, green banks of the noble Hod- 
son River And it's uniformed ca- 
det corps, the brass band and their 
drill are spectacular as well as 
highly educatiooal iu its aims and 
results. The school makes much 
of its oial work and is very strong 
on vocational training. It seems 
to be au especially good school for 
deaf boys as it reflects so well the 
manly spirit. No school for the 
deaf that we have ever visited for 
a brief hour or two begins to make 
anything like so impressive at 
graduation as does Kan wood. 

Tbe Hartford School graduation 
was held in the attractive hall of 
New Center Congregational Church 
Parish House, on Mulberry Street, 
uear Main Street, and was attended 
by about three hundred, including 
the pupils of the school aud their 
teachers. More than half of tbe 
program was in oral work, and 
rat exercises of the program 
weie very clever and delighted the 
audience. The cost timing of the 
pupils for certain parts w;.s especial- 
ly good, and shows that tbe sewing 
department of the school is very 
apt and tasty as well as skillful. 

The Horace Mann School gradua- 
tion was in the small ball of the 
school building on Mulberry Street, 
Boston, and the attendance has to 
be limited to some fifty to sixty aa 
audience, aud uudoely crowded at 
that. The best part of tbe program 
ied to oa to be the words of 
advice and affection spoken by tbe 
former principal and uoble spirited 
woman, Mrs. Sarah Fuller, wheo 
she presented each graduate wilh a 
diploma. Mrs. Fuller spoke so 
carefully and slowly that any one 
at all trained to read the lips, ooold 
understand nearly every word. 
There were niue in Boston, foor iu 
Hartford aud twenty-one lo New 
York, with some thirty-five others 
who received certificates. At Nor- 
thampton school we understand 
there were five graduates. li.
